The lenses chiefly used for Photographic purposes are the 
meniscus, the single achromatic, the double achromatic, and the 


achromatic triplet. 

For Porrrairs, or all objects that are likely to move, the 
double achromatic must be used, they are more rapid in 
their action, and consequently a shorter time of exposure 
of the sensitive plate or paper in the camera will be required. 


For Lanpscares the single achromatic is best; they are always 
to be used with a small stop or diaphragm to contract the rays of 
light ; the smaller size is for usein the bright sunshine, or when 
the points of the landscape are at a very considerable distance 
from each other. In all cases where the time of exposure is not 
an object, such as copying pictures, maps, &c., they are preferable 
to the double achromatic. The meniscus lens is now but 
seldom used, it is only useful for still life, and will require 32 
allowance to be made after the focus has been obtained, 2 
the chemical and visual foci of these lenses do not coincide. 


For architectural purposes, or copying maps or drawings, 
the triplet is a very great improvement over the single achro- 
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matic, the difference is especially seen in copying, as the whole 
of the map or drawing up to the most extreme edge is in perfect 
focus; they require the time of exposure to be increased to 
about double that of the single achromatic.
